No  matter  what  your  political  preference,  the  idea  of  the  seated 
president  visiting  our  growing  University  is  an  exciting  thought.  In  his 
travel's  to  gain  support  for  Republican  Gubernatorial  candidates,  Presi- 
dent George  Bush  attended  a  rally  for  Pete  Wilson  sponsored  by  the  newly 
formed  Republican  Students  Speaker's  Bureau.  Bush  spoke  on  many 
topics  and  of  course  the  hot  topic  of  the  day  was,  "What's  next  for  the 
troops  in  the  Gulf?"

Chapel  Built  After  32  Years 


It  was  a  long  time  incoming,  but  finally,  in  January  of  1991,  the  first 
service  was  held  in  CLU's  new  600-seat  capacity  Samuelson  Chapel. 

One  can  see  the  sparkling  7-foot  cross  upon  the  sweeping  75  foot  spire 
from  Olsen  Road,  as  it  welcomes  and  makes  a  statement  to  visitors  of  the 
university. 

In  approximately  20  years  according  to  President  Jerry  Miller,  the 
Samuelson  Chapel  will  rise  from  the  center  of  campus  as  "a  symbol  of  the 
unity  of  faith  and  learning  at  CLU." 

Richard  Pederson,  who  originally  donated  the  land  for  the  university, 
stated  that  he  made  his  gift  to  provide  youth  the  benefits  of  Christian 
education  in  a  day  when  spiritual  values  can  well  decide  the  course  of 
history."  Reflecting  this  desire,  the  Chapel  was  named  for  the  late 
Raphael  Adolphus  Samuelson,  a  lifetime  supporter  of  the  church  and 
university.  According  to  his  son,  Robert  Samuelson,  a  member  of  CLU's 
board  of  Regents,"  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  training  and  education 
of  young  people  in  an  environment  where  Christian  spirituality,  ethics, 
and  morals  went  hand  in  hand  with  academics." 

The  chapel  allows  much  more  space  for  visitors  to  worship  than  the 
previously  used  Preus-Brandt  Forum,  and  also  provides  appropriate  facili- 
ties for  lectures  and  concert  performances. 

Some  of  the  exciting  features  of  the  chapel  include  the  stained  glass 
windows,  located  in  all  areas  of  the  chapel.  According  to  the  artist,  1972 

Cal  Lutheran  Alumnus  Mark  Gulsrud,  the  start- 
ing point  for  the  largest  window  of  the  sanctu- 
ary was  the  Great  Commission,  "Go  therefore 
and  make  disciples  of  all  nations."  Also  woven 
into  that  story  is  the  idea  of  the  Transfiguration 

and  the  concept  of  per-

On  a  wing  and  a  prayer,  45  members  of  the  CLTJ  choir  set  out  for  the  group's 
first  tour  abroad,  just  days  before  war  broke  out  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

As  tense  as  it  was  at  times,  the  group  was  able  to  keep  spirits  up  by  spreading 
the  ministry  of  their  music  from  town  to  town,  meeting  new  people  and  seeing 
new  sights. 

"It  was  scary  sometimes,"  says  senior  Jeannette  Stark,"  but  I  wish  everyone 
back  home  hadn't  worried  so  much.  I  felt  weird  having  so  much  fun  with  my 
mother  so  upset." 

While  parents,  friends,  roommates  and  boyfriends  and  girlfriends  back  home 
prayed  for  their  safe  return,  the  members  of  the  choir  kept  up  with  the  sight- 
filled  days  and  song-filled  nights,  as  well  as  keeping  in  close  contact  with  the 
American  Embassy  at  each  stop,  monitoring  their  safety. 

Many  of  the  students  felt  comforted  by  the  welcoming  German  families  that 
housed  them  during  the  tour.  At  a  time,  when  it  was  difficult  to  be  separated 
from  family,  it  was  perfect  that  the  choir  was  made  to  feel  so  safe  and  welcome 
in  foreign  households. 

"Some  of  them  spoke  little  or  no  English,"  says  senior  Liz  Clark,"  but  we  found 
ways  to  communicate  smiles  and  music  seem  to  be  truly  international." 

After  hours  and  hours  of  rehearsals  and  fundraisers,  the  choir's  long  awaited 
21-day  tour  was  packed  full  of  visits  to  castles  and  cathedrals  in  many  different 

cities.  Among  the  group's  favorites  were  Frankfurt;
